ment, were thinking of starting an­ 
other revolution against the latter 
Trouble from the “ Cientiflco*' ele­ 
ment, if is admitted here, is expected, 
but whether or not it w ill take the 
form of armed revolution after Ma- 
dero assumes i»ower is not yet clear. 
It is not thought that the Mexican 
people w ill rally to any revolutionary 
movement for some time at least and 
the opposition from the "Cietitificos,” 
it is believed, really w ill be in the na­ 
ture of vigorous jwilltical activity. 
The insurrecto troops may be kept

Lake City, Fla., May 23.— Six ne­ 
groes were lynched here after a party 
of more than a dozen men, masquerad­ 
ing as officers, appeared at the county 
jail and secured possession of the men 
by presenting a forged telegram to the 
sixteen-year-old son of the sheriff or­ 
dering the release of the blacks to the 
alleged posse of officers. 
The negroes were being held here 
for safekeeping on the charge of mur­ 
dering IL IL Sm ith of Wadesborough 
and 
wounding 
another man named

The lynchers, who had come from 
Tallahassee to Lake City in automo­ 
biles, took the negroes about a mile 
outside of Lake City, where they com­ 
pelled them to stand abreast.

men then fired rifles and pistols at 
the negroes until every one of the six 
had been riddled with bullets.

world’s fair in 1904, George K. Smith, 
secretary of the Yellow Pine Manu­ 
facturers’ 
association, testified

semi annual 
gathering of the association. 
He testified from his records that 
the price list committee reported the 
lumber was being cut faster than it 
was being shipped and that a large 
surplus resulted and that so long as 
the surplus should continue “ staple or 
advancing values would be impossible.” 
“ A way must be found." the report 
continued, “ to reduce the surplus and 
keep the supply in proportion to the 
demand.”
